considerable deliberation, the Committee daeciued to mexe no recommendations one way or 
the other, but to present the problem to the club and let the general assembly decide.-- 
Also discussed by the Committee was a trailer. While the expense woulu be considerably 
less, so wovld the usefvlness of a trailer as opposea te a truck. The Philly boys were 
certainly not free of problems with their trailer. Someone always has to be avuilable 
with a trailer hitch and in the District it has to be fastenea to the frame. No plain 
old ouddle jumpers ..ae!--As long as we have to depend upon sone snecific lads to ferry 
gomething around, there is a third proposition which has not been officially discussed 
thus far but which mignt be a solution.
